odel Kate Moss is nude, face down on a couch. 
Her back is arched, her face turned toward the camera. 
The expression on her face is blank and the shadows under 
her eyes and the hollows in her cheeks are prominent. She 
appears childlike, even boyish. The product she is selling? 
Obsession for Men, although the product itself is never seen. 
Hers is the look of the moment. The childlike, “waif” 
woman who is being held up as the current ideal of feminine 
beauty. She is also the model who prompted comedian 
David Spade to remark that he wasn’t sure if he'd seen a 
Calvin Klein ad or a promo for “Schindler's List.” 
This is the look that has created a whole new plastic 
surgery procedure. For $5,000 you too can have hollow 
cheeks, thanks to the advent of cheek liposuction. 
As the waif look pioneer, Kate Moss has helped refocus 
attention on the influence fashion has on our lives, a 
subject brought to mainstream attention by author Nao- 
mi Wolf in her book, The Beauty Myth. Wolf attempted 
to illustrate that fashion and its ideals are a political 
weapon against feminism and the advancement of 
women. By stripping women of their physical confi- 
dence, by making them feel that their own beauty can 
never measure up, society effectively negates the 
power women have attained in all other areas. 
Fashion and feminism have always viewed cach 
other with a certain degree of suspicion. Often 
feminists have consciously rejected for fear of com- 
promising their feminist ideals. Some women 
embrace fashion, but avoid any sort of feminist 
ideology for fear of being branded as one of the 
bitter, unattractive caricatures feminists are often 
depicted as being. For many people the two are 
mutually exclusive, neither capable of accommo- 
dating the other. 
Dr. Sandra Niessen, a professor in the depart- 
ment of Human Ecology at the University of 
Alberta, believes that fashion, and the com- 
ments it makes about society can be profound. 
Often people are eager to dismiss fashion as a 
_ frivolous issue, unimportantto the larger con- 

cerns of society. This, says Niessen, is a 
| mistake. “I think often thar’s a way of putting 

women and saying women are frivo- 

lous because somehow or other men are 
exempt from fashion.” 


MEN LOSE THE 
RIBBONS AND WIGS 


Men weren't always exempt, at one 
time adorning themselves with flounc- 
es, ribbons and wigs. Only after the 
industrial revolution did men develop 
the kind of social position that made it 
less necessary to show status through 
fashion. Then fashion came to be more 
of a women’s issue.

Fashion advertising seems to puta great deal of emphasis 
on portraying the perfect body image, rather than highlight- 
ing the clothing or product advertised. If fashion advertising 
were merely about the clothing, then wouldn't the models 
more closely resemble the average woman? As it stands, Wolf 
points out, most models weigh at least 23 percent less than 

the average woman. Combine that with careful 
lighting and selective airbrushing

of time to comparing the caloric intake of victims of 
famine during World War II with the rations allotted to 
women enrolled in weight loss programs. They are almost 
exactly the same. She also presents some shocking statis- 
tics on anorexia and bulimia. (Perhaps not that shocking, 
not when most women know at least one person who has 
battled this kind of disorder.) 

Recent articles in some popular publications seem to 
give weight to many of Wolf's assertions. An article in the 
January 1994 Allure magazine asks if an early face-lift can 
help women age more “gracefully.” How early exactly? 
Well, according to their experts, age has nothing to do 
with it, and “if a woman at 30 is beginning to have jowls, 
there's no good reason not to take care of it"(p. 103). 

Okay, you may say Allure is not exactly a fair example, 
since it deals exclusively with beauty issues. How

“For me fashion is 
a way to be creative every single day...in 
many ways it’s an art form,” says Radyo. 
She says that often she sees women using 
fashion as a way to assert their independ- 
ence and their strength. “You'll very often 
see young women in skirts wearing Doc Mar- 
tens and to me that is a very strong image,” 
she explains. 

She does, however, share a concern for the 
images contained in fashion advertising, par- 
ticularly when so many women continue to 
experience such pain about their own body 
image. She agrees that the relationship between 
such images and women’s desire to alter their 

bodies with dieting and surgery seem very hard 
to ignore. “Fashion advertising and their depic- 
tion of women is literally killing women. Some 
day we will outlaw it,” she says. 


CATCHING COMPLAINTS 


The Toronto-based organization Media Watch moni- 
tors and tracks public reaction to negative advertising. 
Although it doesn't have a category devoted entirely to 
anti-feminist advertising, Linda Hawke, the organiza- 
tion’s outreach coordinator explains that many 
complaints deal with anti-feminist content. 
She is very familiar with Kate Moss and her Obsession 
for Men ad — it prompted a lot of calls after appearing in 
Report on Business and Saturday Night magazines. Many 
complaints focus on jean advertisements, which seem to 
shave replaced beer commercials as the bearers of the most

Born little 


This waif doesn’t judge by looks

as supermodel Kate Moss 
| s ne an impressionable 
generation to resort to bulimia, 
anorexia and liposuction for the 
sake of beauty? If so, Dalzel Ander- 
son, who graces the cover of this 
issue, is ignoring the message. 

“I look at each person more on 
an individual basis,” says the 19- 
year-old first-year university 
student. “If someone is skinny or 
overweight, that’s not necessarily 
positive or negative. I've got my 
own idea of what I look like.

Yet the lucrative benefits of shoot- 
ing “wind-up dolls” haven't 
tempered her contempt for the 
fashion trade. 

“That's why I really started mak- 
ing art. | happen to be a very 
talented fashion photographer and 
there’s no other business that I can 
be in right now where I can make 
thousands of dollars in a day. But 
that doesn’t mean I think every- 
thing about it is great.” 

Not surprisingly, Anderson 
found Warwick to be totally unpre- 
tentious during her recent photo 
session.

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Fighting back 


ALCB employees hope they have a nasty surprise for Ralph

mployees of the old Alberta 
Liquor Control Board stores 

(remember them?) hope to hit a 
moving target next month. 

The bullseye, of course, is the 
centre of the Tory whirlwind which 
has run unhindered over those it 
wished to cut back or privatize in 
recent months. 

Local 50 of the Alberta Union of 
Public Employees (AUPE), which 
represents the now unemployed 
ALCB employees, wants to hit the 
Klein government with a claim for 
successor rights. If they win their 
hearing before the Labour Rela- 
tions Board April 6 and 7, they will 
be the union that represents em- 
ployees of the new private liquor 
stores. 

And once the successor rights 
case is out of the way, the union 
will have a chance to argue that the 
government bargained in bad faith 
in its final contract with Local 50. 

Ray Gorse, president of the lo- 
cal, charges that the ALCB “was 
aware they were going to privatize 
while we were in negotiations and 
constantly denied it. We wouldn't 
have signed off the contract that 
we did, with the severance packag- 
es that we did, if they'd been 
up-front with us.” 

The ALCB had about 1,600 em- 
ployees in its retail stores. Of those, 
Gorse estimates, fewer than 100 
found work in the new private 
stores. A lot of new stores “refused 
to hire anybody who worked for 
the ALCB and was a member of the 
union... because they're afraid of, I 
guess, union activity,” he said. 

.. The union is seeking the right to 
represent those employees in the 
40 or so former ALCB stores that 
are now being operated by the pri- 
vate sector. It also wants successor 
rights in the 300 new private stores 
in malls and other locations, and in 
the 30 former cold beer stores that 
are now licensed to sell liquor and 
- wine. 

_ “Part of our application is that 
the employer is still the govern- 
ment to a degree. The government

is setting all the ground rules, the 
regulations and everything else,” 
Gorse said. “The private sector, all 
they're doing is retailing for the 
government.” 

Wages in the new liquor stores 
are much lower than they were in 
ALCB stores. Gorse said union 
members were getting around $13 
an hour at the ALCB, while workers 
in the private stores now get about 
$7.50 an hour. 

Gorse believes the people of Al- 
berta are unhappy with the 
privatization. “Everything we said 
has come true. We said there would

five percent.” 

Members are willing to fight be- 
cause they have nothing to lose, 
she said.

be higher prices and that’s the case, 
poorer selection and that's defi- 
nitely the case, and there are 
smaller stores. Even the media is 
more prone to realize that Steve 
West and Ralphie really screwed 
up on this one.” 

Carol Anne Dean, president of 
AUPE, has been working to keep 
her organization fit to fight back 
against cutbacks and privatization. 

She came back from a tour of the 
province recently with the feeling 
that union members are demoral- 
ized, but angry. “They’re sitting at 
their jobs wondering if they're on 
this list, the next list, and even if 
they're not on any list at this point 
in time they realize that the work is 
not going to disappear nearly as 
fast as their co-workers are and 
that they'll be left to maintain that 
workload.” 

At first, the workers thought they 
were being asked to take a volun- 
tary five percent wage reduction in 
return for job security. “What we're 
hearing from people now, which is 
different from what many of them 
were saying when Klein first came 
out with the voluntary five percent 
wage rollback,” said Dean, “was 
that they realized to take the five 
percent wage rollback is not going 
to protect their jobs.” 
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said, it is something that will prob- 
ably only work once. “If we win, I 
have no doubt that that law will 
quickly be changed,” she said with 
a sardonic laugh. “I mean, that’s 
what we face ... if there ever is a 
piece of law that works in our 
favour one day it's gone the next. 
And that’s the advantage that they 
have. They're not just our em- 
ployers. They also are the 
lawmakers, so all they have to do 
is change the law!” 

oing without the NDP in 
Dore en is another prob- 
lem for AUPE. They have to deal 
with the Liberals, and though they 
meet with the opposition caucus 
“it's somewhat frustrating because 
we need to explain to them more 
often than not why we take the 
positions that we do. Or they've 
come.to us and they want to know 
what our opinions are pertaining 
to the bills that have been intro- 
duced in the house so far. So they 
don’t have any real concept or un- 
derstanding about labour, or 
working people in general. 

“So we find that when we sit 
down with them.... let’s face it, we 
know very well that they've made 
some comments where, for instance 
in the case of privatization of liq- 
uor sales, they support the concept

of privatization of liquor sales, they 
just would have done it in a more 
humane way.

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Fractally thinking 


Some words with video artist Lisa Trofimova 


BY JAIN KURANY 


isa Trofimova is totally self- 
L contained; she delves into es- 
oteric concepts and connects those 
concepts to her film and video art. 
The premiere screening of her vid- 
eo, Second Skin, took place last 
week at Metro Cinema. I spoke to 
her after an earlier viewing of her 
work. The following is a record of 
our discussion. 

Q: A plethora of material—most 
of it excellent — bas been written 
about you over the last five or six 
years. So let’s skip the history, say 
welcome back to Edmonton, and 
get right to the heart of the matter. 
What do you see as your creative 
process? Why do you make this art 
and what goes through you when 
you're making it? 

A: As an artist it’s my responsibil- 
ity to create a particular individual 
reality and communicate it directly 
to others without misunderstanding 
or hesitation. Therefore, I translate 
the impulses inside me through the 
eye of a camera on to video and/or 
film. I manipulate the image until I 
have precisely what I want. 

Q: Even with in-camera editing 
(meaning that you point and shoot and 
that’s what you use in your pieces)? 

A: Well, of course. I know that 
television is not only Star Trek and 
Brisco County. ‘dream’ and/or ‘see’ 
theatre and I take those images from 
my mind’s eye and put them onto a 
screen. What we all perceive is so 
important. Perception enables us to 
function ... or not. Whatever, it’s 





important to our so-called realities. 
Thought translates into Object; ide- 
as equal bodies and words becomea 
culture machine. My art points out 
another aspect of reality. 

Q: As in — what you see within 
you, you also see without? 

A: Right. And TV is the medium 
through which this can be expressed — 
one of them anyway - experimentally. 
TV is our Dante’s Inferno. That Infer- 
no needs to be released and is not

necessarily destructive. [ff doitthrough 
video it is harsh, much more gritty, 
graphic and less flexible because it’s so 
immediate. Whereas if I put it on film, 
it is more refined, more painterly. As I 
do this, I endeavour to be open and 
flexible; what starts as an idea be- 
comes a state of mind and then a 
way of being in the world. I be- 
come the camera and the camera’s 
eye. This is where chaos theory, 
fractal modes and strange attrac- 
tors come into my work. I can edit 
in the camera because it is an ex- 
tension ofme. The camera/I (eye) “see” 
exactly what is seminal to whatever 








piece I am making at the time. The 
chronological sequence in which the 
images are recorded are in exactly the 
right sequence and the perfect images 
for whatever piece. 

Q: So, how attached are you to 
this work then? Does it move through 
you? Do you let it go once it’s done? 
Is it an ego-extension or your chil- 
dren? 

A: They are less than my children 
and more than an extension of my 
ego. Transforming the ideas into 
objects is letting me allow the proc- 
ess to go on unimpeded. My creation 
moves through me. 

Q: So tell me then about your 
creation of the film Second Skin. 

A: Well, itis like all things I do. It’s 
aboutsubtleand very obvious chang- 
es of state. Second Skin is a magical 
film and an alchemical one. Simply 
put, it is a map of the alchemy of 
transition. 

Q: Future plans? 

A: I would like to get into self- 
distribution and establish a weird 
TV channel - I’m already planning 
that. I want to integrate this channel 
into the Edmonton community and 
there are already some takers. Ideas 
to me are equal to an equipment 
base. I take as many possibilities as I 
can and translate them into what we 
see. My healthy intuition is behind it 
all. Then I look at the viewers to see 
how it's received. 

Q: How is it received? 

A: With grace and great good 
humor. That tells me that my con- 
scious decision to move against 
hierarchy and ritual is working. ©

hey’ve called Montreal-based 
Oe aicoinn Penny Lang 
everything from folkie to blues leg- 
end to country mama, but she calls 
herself “simply an enter- 
tainer.” 

Scheduled to play the 
City Media Club April 2, 
Lang is best known in the 
east for her bluesy voice 
and knockout guitar play- 
ing. She has headlined 
and shared stages with the 
finest, including Ellen 
McIlwaine, the Uppity 
Blues Women, and Ani 
Difranco, but Lang down- 
plays her skills. “I'm 
anything but perfect out 
there. This kind of music 
is made to open up heads 
and hearts.” 

Her credo has been 
“keep it simple” since she 
was a child growing up in 
a musical family, “playing 
kitchen music every 
evening.” Though well-versed in 
the country-flatpicking style of gui- 
tar, she picked up various otherstyles 
by “getting out my guitar and learn- 
ing a few easy tunes, then pass iton.” 

She learned the ropes in church- 
es, prisons, summer camps and 
dusty old theatres, and by the early 
60s was appearing on local radio 








and television and began touring 
the folk circuit. After a sold-out 
concert at Montreal’s Place Des Arts 
in 1970, she took a sabbatical to 
raise a son, Jason (who is featured 
on her latest recording, as well as 
session man/brother Scot). 

The stage beckoned again in 
1988, and since then she’s released 
three albums and toured regularly.

She leaves the business end of 
things to her manager, and prefers 
time in the country (she treasures 
the chance she had to watch hawks 
on a recent visit to a Blackfoot 
reserve). “Everywhere I go in this 
country I find incredible beauty and 
wonderful people. It's important to 
keep a clear head and toes tapping.” 





Among her influences are Sonny 
Terry and Brownie McGhee. “They 
were super; passed on tremendous 
enthusiasm”. And there was Rev. 
Gary Davis, “who taught me the 
reasons why we do this” after meet- 
ing him in Montreal, and The 
Weavers, who “were a tremendous 
influence in terms of participation.” 
In the early "70s she spent “three 
monumental nights” with 
Stevie Wonder and got 
some tips on relaxation 
from a “wonderful young 
man.” Kate and Anna Mc- 
Garrigle influenced her 
songwriting and showed 
her not to be concerned 
with what others think or 
expect. “Something gets 
lost if you pay attention to 
that.” 

With the release of 
her third album, Ain't Life 
Sweet, Lang has found her- 
self back on the road, 
performing her spirited 
mix of original songs and 
personally-flavored ver- 
sions of gospel, blues and 
country songs to apprecia- 
tive audiences. Preferring 
not to be part of any one 
scene, she enjoys the festivals and 
shows she does around the country. 
Her most recent gig, at Whitehorse’s 
Frostbite Fest, put her in the compa- 
ny of Meryn Cadell, whom she thinks 
is “brilliant” and Steven Fearing,

nrecent years, more Celtic bands 

have originated from the Atlantic 
provinces. Some fuse traditional Celt- 
ic themes with contemporary styles; 
others are ardent traditionalists. 

The Irish Descendants definite- 
ly fall into the traditional category. 
Formed in 1990, the band is com- 
posed of multi-instrumentalists 
whose vocal harmonies make their 
sound as ethereal as it is distinc- 
tive. Their first independent 
album, Misty Morning Shore, re- 
leased in 1991, did very well 
regionally. In the summer of 1993 
the band released Look to the Sea, 
marking their major label debut 
with Warner Canada. 

Frontman Con O’Brien was on 
the phone from St. John’s New- 
foundland, where the band now 
makes its home, on the eve of The 
Irish Descendants’ first cross-Can- 
ada tour. He says the recent success 
of Celtic music is thanks in part to 
“international bands like The 
Pogues, Van Morrison, The Chief- 
tains, and all of the innovative 
things that they're doing to portray 
their music across the world.” 

“For us, it’s music that we grew up 
with. We haven't tried to commer- 
cialize the music too much,” O’Brien 





says of the band’s traditionalism. 

O'Brien also explains the choice 
of Celtic classics, which comprise 
most of the band’s recordings and 
performances, as a form of musical 
preservation. “Material-wise, we're 
always trying to revamp old tradi- 
tional tunes that worked for other 
people in the past, and that are just 
fabulous songs. There’s so many 
fabulous songs in the vein that we 
play; ifwe don’t record them, these 
songs may be lost or forgotten.” 

However, the Descendants also 
gain personal satisfaction from 
working with their own composi- 
tions. “We've gotten into the 
practice of trying to write more 
and more, telling stories of who we 
are and where we come from, and 
the people that we know. Maybe in 
the future we'll be writing songs 
about the places we go and the 
people we meet.” 

The Irish Descendants are think- 
ing of re-releasing Misty Morning 
Shore, Although successful in New- 
foundland, the release did not get 
much distribution outside of the 
province. “The first album was a 
big stepping stone for us in respect 
to getting involved in the [music] 
business and realizing what the 
business was.” 

They have also been in Toronto 
working on their next album, 
which once again features their 
own brand of traditional Celtic 
music, as well as featuring special 
guest musicians.

Bass player Neil Swainson and 
drummer Terry Clarke make a formi- 
dable rhythm section. And one must 
not forget the piano-playing Rosnes, 
who at age 31 has forged an impres- 
sive career for herself south of the 
border. 

But why live down there and not 
up here? “It boils down to opportu- 
nity more than anything else,” says 
Rosnes, on the phone from herhome 
in New Jersey. “The opportunity is 
just not there in Canada, especially 
in terms of recording.” 

Rosnes says the major Canadian 
record labels don’t know how to 
market jazz musicians and don't be- 
lieve jazz sells. “There’s no major 
labels up there that want to take a 
chance on developing a Canadian 
jazz roster.” 

Ah yes, the land of opportunity. 
And what else does it offer? “A lot of 
crime,” says Rosnes, at least when 
she lived in Brooklyn for six years. 
Now, however, Rosnes enjoys the 
relative peace and quiet of New Jer- 
sey. “I have trees, a yard, quiet 
neighbors.” 

Whatelse could anyone want? “The 
only thing I wish we had down here 
was the Canadian health care sys- 
tem.” Oh. 

However, Rosnes never planned 
ending up in New Jersey. She re- 
ceived a Canada Council grant to 
study in the States fora year in 1986. 
Like some refugee from the Twilight 
Zone, she never came back. “I start- 
ed getting some really nice calls for 
work with great people.” 

No kidding. Saxophone player and 
jazz legend Joe Henderson invited 
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Continental jazz 


her to play. 

“I couldn't turn 
down that opportu- 
nity.” 

Nor could she later 
pass up a chance to 
tickle the keys with 
Out of the Blue. And 
still later, she 
worked with former 
Weather Report 
band leader and out- 
standing horn man 
Wayne Shorter, and 
trombonistJ.J.John- 
son. It’s an 
understatement 
when Rosnes notes: 
“Those kinds of 
things plainly would 
not have happened to me if I lived 
in Vancouver. Nobody would have 
known who I was.” 

It is perhaps understandable that 
Rosnes doesn’t often think of her 
birthplace — Regina. However, at a 
time when it seems as if every Cana- 
dian is determined to settle in 
Vancouver, she may be one of the 
few who says she’s glad to have left 
that desirable address. Still, that’s 
where she got her start. Rosnes 
played piano at age three. Classical 
music was her forte until a high 
school teacher introduced her to jazz. 

Bob Rebagliati played Rosnes the 
music of Oscar Peterson and McCoy 
Tyner. “He encouraged me to learn 
Count Basie solos for the Big Band 
and he also had a small group at 
school I played in.” Rebagliati must 
be proud of his former student. Last 
year, USA Today named Rosnes’ 
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Renee Rosnes: Opportunity knocks 
south of the border. 


record Without Words one of the 
best of 1993, right up there with 
recordings by Joe Henderson and 
David Murray. 

Fans won't have long to wait to 
hear Rosnes in the studio again. Free 
Trade plans to record a number of 
originals in Toronto before they ar- 
rive for their live showin Edmonton. 
That recording, on the Just [n Time 
label, should be available in the fall. 

And what's doing after the tour? 
Rosnes says she might tour Mexico. 
“This NAFTA thing is actually affect- 
ing the music world a little bit more 
than I thought. There’s been consid- 
erable interest from people in 
Mexico, believe it or not.”

he Edmonton Symphony Or 
ne Seasie's home base is Cana- 
da’s most northern for a major 
orchestra. And now, overcoming 
the practical considerations in- 
volved in putting 56 musicians, and 
over a tonne of instruments, music 
stands, and sheet music on the 
road, the ESO will soon tour com-

The orchestra's mandate has al- 
ways included taking music to 
smaller communities. Without ma- 
jor backing, however, touring is 
impossible. This explains, in part, 
the 23-year gap between the ESO's 
last trip to Canada's territories and 
the tour they embark upon April 25, 
dubbed “The Northern Lights Tour.”

Five communities in six days, and 
a variety ot types of concerts, will be 
conducted on the tour. Two of the 
communities, Grande Prairie and 
Fort McMurray, are in Alberta, and 
had visits from the ESO not so long 
ago. The other stops, however, are 
Yellowknife, Inuvik, and Whitehorse. 

The budget for the tour is 
$280,000, according to ESO man- 
aging director Bob McPhee. 
Funding comes from the city of 
Edmonton, who will be sending a 
representative from Economic De- 
velopment Edmonton, the touring 
office of the Canada Council, the 
Alberta Foundation for the Arts, 
and Alberta Community Develop- 
ment.

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Fuelled by a blistering live show, 
Drool’s made quite a splash during 
their two year history. They’ve 
appeared at some big gigs, Moshfest 
and Highwood in particular, they’ve 
toured Wester Canada, and they’ve 
sold an amazing 800 copies of their 


demo, Drool Baby. Though shifting = 


800 units of a crayola-ed/photocopied 


demo is good by any standard, I say “>: 


amazing because Drool is the first to 
admit that its sound quality leaves 
much to be desired. So, the success 
they’ve garnered thus far is more of a 
testament to how kickin’ their live 
show is. Just ask anyone who was at 
Moshfest; these guys have an uncanny 
gift to turn the weariest of crowds into 
a slavering mob. 

Their next gigs (April 21st and 
24th [all ages] at the Bronx) will kick 
off the release of their new self-titled 
14 track CD. In preparation; Allan 
Gothjelpsen (vocals), Cam McDonnell 
(guitar) and Cory Holowchuk (drums) 
dropped by to fill me in on life 
according to Drool. Harley Chomey,. 
(bass) was noticeably absent, it would 
seem that the 1:30 PM meeting time 
was like asking them to get up at the 
crack of dawn. 

Whereas, Drool Baby was made 
for a couple hundred bucks, the new 
CD should sound seven grand better, 
an enormous sum, considering the 
band managed to scrape it up in true 
D.L.Y. fashion. 

“This one’s more dynamic,” 
Holowchuk comments. “There’s 
totally harsh parts, but then there’s 
sections where you just sit back and 
Strobe out.” 

Gothjelpsen’s technical views are a 
little more straight forward. “We 
wanted it to be LOUD compared to our 
last one.” 

“With our last one, it would 
bottom out when the volume was 
turned up,” Holowchuk elaborates, 


Instead of recording at a studio, 
Drool opted to transport rented 
equipment to their house, citing that 
they “wanted to be able to take a 
relaxing shit in between sets”. 

“Ya, it just wouldn’t have worked,” 
Gothjelpsen laughs. “We need our own 
shit made by our own food.” Bodily

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With each lurid description of their 
band house, a vision of a place that 
must resemble Ratso Rizzo’s humble 
abode in Midnight Cowboy comes to 
mind. Or, maybe it is more like the 
Amittyville house... 

“We found out that someone was 
murdered in our house. Strangled,” 
says Holowchuk, trying his best to 
weird me out. “Sometimes I practice 
on my own in the basement and,I get 
freaked out, because I hear sounds over 
top of what I’m playing.” 

“We didn’t find out ‘til a few 
months after we moved in. Then we 
saw it on the news: Edmonton's 
unsolved murders. So, now we just 
don’t pay rent!” Gothjelpsen seems a 
bit guilty after suggesting that they 
should jip the landlord, so, he 
fationalizes, “We don’t have a fridge, 
either. We just have this big useless 
thing sitting in our kitchen just rotting 
away. It’s so sad, I don’t think any of 
us have touched milk in months, ‘cuz 
you have to drink the WHOLE 2 liters. 
Then you're this gummed-up mucus 
man for two days.” 

Fridge or no, they seem happy with 
their pad, making light of what could 
have been a bad situation. The same 
can be said for Highwood, a fiasco that 
was bungled from the start. 

Enter Drool. “Highwood was good 
for us, but when we showed up we 
were like, ‘Drool’s here’. But security 
was like, ‘No, Drool already showed 
up’,” McDonnell reminisces. It turns 
out Leduc’s king nihilist, Doug of the 
Smalls, snafued their tickets. “But then 
we told them we were Bad Religion 
and then all of a sudden they were like, 
‘It's so good you guys showed up’.” 

“Then all these magazines were 
trying to interview us as Bad Religion 
and Cam was saying that he was Eddie 
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Vedder, Bad Religion’s new singer!” 
Holowchuk laughs. 


McDonnell looks nothing like 
Pearl Jam’s main man, but this only 
served to compound the farcical 
happening. “There were people who 
knew we were just joking around, but 
when I was talking to Tommy Chong a 
girl from Spin came up and said, “Hey, 
you're Eddie Vedder. I didn’t know 
you were singing for Bad Religion.’!” 

As you may have guessed, these 
guys just don’t give a shit. This lack of 
inhibition is probably what makes 
them. put out live; they’re not self- 
conscious, so, they let it all hang out. 

One of the few serious responses 
came when I asked Gothjelpsen about 
his lyrics for their tentative single, 
“Wishbone”. “It’s about writing songs. 
It’s about how much shit goes through 
my head, how much work, how much 
of my fear I throw in and it doesn’t 
Teally matter. To me it matters, but 
nobody else even knows what I’m 
talking about. That’s the way it should 
be.” 


“Slanter” will also be a key track. 
There may even be a video constructed 
from Moshfest footage for it. The 
video could happen by summertime, 
and in May, they plan to tour Alberta 
and BC. 

What else does the future hold for 
Drool? “Oh, yeah. We're opening for 
Pink Floyd?” McDonnell deadpans as if 
in afterthought. 

Then Gothjelpsen chips in, “No, 
Pink Floyd will be warming US up. 
Then we'll come on and give the 
crowd a real light show!” 


Nomeansno is finally returning to 
Edmonton, and I'll tell ya, my toes are 
curled in anticipation. They just 
finished a quick but successful little 
tour of the U.S., and they’re already 
itching to start their Canadian tour 
early next month. They'll be invading 
our fine city shortly after, on April 6th 
at the Polish Hall. 

I spoke to Rob a.k.a. Mr. Wrong 
over the phone on St. Patrick’s Day, 
and he filled me in on plenty of 
incredible information. For example, 
as the group travels eastward across 
Canada, they'll assume the identity of 
Nomeansno; however, they'll be 
returning westward as the HawsSon” 
Brothers. They wiltshe rushing a bit, as 
they plan to be‘Home ‘in May, so-Rob 
couldn’t promise-that Extown’ll get:to 
see the Hansons:i# action, again at that 
time.

So, I started doing 
Mr. Wrong.” He admits that living out 
his alternate personality did influence 
his songwriting, and consequently, the 
Mr. Happy LP tumed out to be, as he 
puts it, “a little darker than usual.” 

Indeed, their latest release is chock 
full of longer and moodier tunes. They 
did have a couple of harder rocking 
numbers written for inclusion, but they 
decided to leave them out this time 
around for the sake of continuity. On 
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the diversity of their music, Rob 
reflects: “We've always had two 
audiences. There were those who loved 
the longer, slower, moodier and 
perhaps a little more disturbing quality 
of the songs. And there were those 
who just wanted to hear us play at high 
velocity and rock out.”

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READING THIS WILL MAKE YOU COOL 


They come out bunny-hopping 
frantically around the stage. They kind 
of look like bunnies, too. But without 
the ears. They're outfitted in white 
bodysuits, hoods pulled up and tied 
tightly around their faces, 
complemented with nifty motorcycle 
goggles, circa. 1950s. My first thought: 
“Hey, it’s Devo!” 

I share this with a neighbor who 
yells back, “Yeah, or the Residents.” 

So who the hell are these guys? 
None other than Ottawa’s Furnaceface, 
stopping off at The Bronx as part of 
their “pre-record release tour”. The 
follow up to their 1992 release, Just 
Buy It, (which may or may not be 
called Owning This Will Make You 
Cool) should be out shortly. But first 
they must finish their tour. Tomorrow 
Calgary, then Vancouver. Three days 
later they are scheduled to play a show 
back in Ontario. Then they can finish 
the record.

So, it’s official. The Seattle scene is dead. Alice 
in Chains did swing, Pearl Jam is now pure pop, 
Nirvana announced Jn Utero to be their last three 
chord grunge album and Soundgarden has melded 
there last two albums with a late 60s / early 70s 
rock sound. 

Superunknown, referred to by manv of their 
longtime fans as the sellout album, offers neither 
the pure emotional hardness of Louder Than Love 
nor the raw intelligence of Bad Motorfinger. It is 
an album filled with standard riffs and production 
sounds that were innovative when The Beatles 
and Led Zeppelin used them. 

Still, one can give Soundgarden credit for 
finally writing an album that will get them the 
fecognition they deserve. It’s safe, comfortable 
and will easily go down the throats of the 
mainstreamers. Tracks like “Spoonman” and 
“Superunknown” have just enough energy to be 
enjoyable without being overwhelming. On top of 
that, tracks like “4th of July” are soft enough that 
a young grunger could share it with his one true 
love of the week without scaring her off. 

The album’s closer, “Like Suicide”, was the 
only track I found to be a natural progression from 
Bad Motorfinger. With it’s slow rolling funeral 
progression feel it carries on the intelligence and 
emotional brightness of their earlier efforts. This 
brief glimmer is the only true Soundgarden track. 

Now that it’s been stated that this is a good pop 
album, but poor by Soundgarden’s standards, is 
there any reason to recommend it? As usual, Chris 
Cornell’s voice saves even the worst of tracks.

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AN INTERVIEW WITH VINCE DEGIORGIO 


“People don’t take it to heart how 
alive the club scene is in this city. They 
always ask me about what's happening 
in Toronto and I tell them that when I 
want to have a good time I come here. 
Then they look at me like I’m from 
Mars, but that’s okay... People out here 
know how to have a great time,” 
remarks BMG’s dance consultant, 
Vince Degiorgio, who’s in town to 
promote his new Club Cutz 5 dance 
compilation. 

It’s hard to imagine E-town as a 
techno hotbed, but when Degiorgio 
acknowledged Edmonton he instantly 
struck me as a likeable fellow. His 
amiability put me in a mood to listen 
and as we talked he impressed me as a 
virtual encyclopedia of dance. 

Aside from being an A&R guy, 
Degiorgio has produced: twenty-five 
dance records and is intrinsically 
involved in the making of the Club 


Cutz compilations. “I do all the 
mixing, all the blending, pick the order 
of the songs, pick the sequencing, co- 
write the bios... It’s a real labor of love 
and it’s an artist development thing... 
At least 3 or 4 of the artists have 
albums coming out... It’s not just ‘let's 
put out a dance comp, so, we can make 
some money off this’. That’s not it at 
all.” 


Major label compilations like Club 
Cutz started popping up a few years 
ago in answer to Euro imports which 
were slaughtering the tired hit oriented 
domestic comps. Club Cutz mixes in 
some new Canadian grooves with 
tracks which are just appearing on 
German new release sheets.

(EMI Classics) 


There are those in the classical world who 
see 20th century music as the key to attract- 
ing younger generations to classical music. 
The thought goes that audiences who are 
used to having their music-makers be tangi- 
ble, breathing entities rather than marble- 
encrusted icons, will respond to current clas- 
sical music as more dynamic, more relevant 
to them. 

EMI's new Matrix label is reaching out to 
this hoped-for market. Its own press material 
says that its target audience is the same 
people who made successes out of the music 
of Gorecki, Part, and Tavener recently. Ma- 
trix is a reissue label, and CD's are mid-price. 
Its greatest attraction, however, is the strength 
of its repertoire, and many of its performers. 

Some of the names on the Matrix label will 
be familiar, such as Sibelius and Penderecki. 
Others are not. But there are many impor- 
tant 20th century works being made more 
affordable on this label, with some compelling 
performances. Highlights from the first batch 
of Matrix releases include Krzysztof 
Penderecki conducting his own works, in- 








cluding the Threnody for the Victims of Hiro- 
shima, Paavo Berglund’s fine conducting of 
Sibelius’ Kullervo, and a well done remastering 
of Leopold Stokowski conducting the Ilya 
Mourametz Symphony of Reinhold Gliere. 
EMI has more sub-labels under its ban- 
ner than it's possible to keep track of. With 
Matrix, however, they may well have tapped 
into a market vital for classical music’s 
future.

Sorrento’s & Sorrentino’s 
Festa Dell’ Aglio 
all locations

Edmonton is slowly starting to show 
signs of spring. The melting snow cre- 
ates Lake Erie-sized puddles, which can 
only be traversed by naval frigates. Roads 
once covered in two feet of packed snow 
and layers of ice now give motorists 
another hazard to contend with: colos- 
sal pot holes lying in ambush to devour 
whole cars. This time of the year is 
rampant with that distinctive smell of 
spring in the air: riverbank runoff. Then 
there's that otheraroma in various parts 
of the city: garlic. 

To many connoisseurs, Sorreniino’s 
third annual Garlic Festival, Festa Dell” 
Aglio, which kicked off March 13 and 
runs through to April 17, was more ofa 
sign of spring than the first robin. This 
year, the festival expanded to include all 
the Sorrentino’s and Sorrento’s eateries 
in Edmonton and Sherwood Park. For 
“lovers of the stinking rose,” the chefs 
concocted a special menu with every 
item from appetizers to ice cream, con- 
taining the often “bad mouthed” 
vegetable. (Garlic is actually a member 
of the lily family that also includes on- 
ions, shallots, leeks and scallions.) For 
those with vampire blood in them, the 
regular menu was also available. By 
April 1, there will be.a specially import- 
ed garlic wine to accompany meals. (No 
foolingl!: Ed.) 

Instead of last festival's cream of gar- 
lic soup, this year an innovative garlic 
version of minestrone soup was offered 
to start the meal. Appetizers included 
the ever popular bruschelta: lots of 


minced garlic with chopped green and 
black olives served on slices of toasted 
bread, mussels steamed with garlic, and 


ee: View 


a baked cheese dish called aglio Parmi- 
giana. The smooth texture of the melted 
cheese mixed wonderfully with the aro- 
matic tomato herb sauce and the 
unexpected rich sweetness of the baked 
garlic bulbs provided a harmonious zeal 
to the dish. 

All five “festive” pastas took garlic to 
new heights by combining them with 
ingredients not readily used in sauce 
preparations. While fresh tomatoes, 
basil and brie cheese mingled in one 
sauce, another featured caramelized 
garlic with an occasional toss of Parme- 
san cheese. The penne nostre, with its 
snappy use of capers and anchovies, 
and the linguine special, featuring de- 
lectable baby shrimp gently sauteed in 
a simple sauce of white wine, butter and 
garlic, were highlights. 

All but one of the entrees, petti di 
poilo squistl (marinated chicken breast 
in white wine) were served with a white 
wine cream sauce, but all were fortified 
with garlic. Patrons had the option of 
ordering the scaloppina dish with ei- 
ther chicken or veal. The chicken variety 
was succulent, lightly singed with roast- 
ed garlic and scallions, and its robust 
flavor was colorfully mellowed with slices 
of warm avocado. Spinach helped to ac- 
cent the garlicin the filet of salmon without 
erasing the fish’s natural appeal. 

Garlic ice cream actually did not have 
the frightening bite one would have pre- 
sumed, but was refreshingly soothing. 
After dinner, chewing coffee beans 
cleansed the breath. However, it was 
best to pay heed to that old Yiddish 
saying inscribed in the garlic brochure 
handed out that evening: “Three nickels 
will get you on the subway, but garlic 
will get you a seat.”
